The influence of dental diseases up­ 
on th«* general health because of the 
unsanitary conditions which dental di­ 
seases produce in the mouth, is much

a disposition to regard the mouth and 
its condition as of no consequence in 
its relation to health, Instead of look­ 
ing U]>on It as the gateway of nutri­ 
tion; the avenue through which must 
pass Jill food upon which the nourish­ 
ment of the body and the maintenance 
of health depends, 
lhiro food laws are 
right and should be enforced, but a 
clean mouth Is an equally important 
factor hi the conservation of the na­ 
tional health. 
Regarding the importance of mouth 
hygiene Dr. \Vm. Osier ssiys: “ There 
is not any on«' single thing more im ­ 
portant in tin» whole range of hygiene 
than the hygiene of the mouth. 
If I 
were asked to say whether mere phy­ 
sical deterioration was produced by 
alcohol or by defective teeth, 1 should 
unhesitatingly say 
defective 
teeth.” 
Dr. Wm Hunter of Loudon makes this 
statement regarding the effects of un­ 
sanitary mouths; 
“ I desire to point 
out ho<\ common a cause of disease It 
is how grave are its effects, how con­ 
stantly It is overlooked and what ne- 
murkiibly beneficial effects can be got 
from its removal.” 
Concerning the in- 
lluenee of such conditions upon the 
nose, throat and lungs Dr. Wadsworth 
¡-ays: "From the hygienic standpoint, 
the secretions of the mouth consti­ 
tutes the chief, if not the only sourco 
of respiratory infections, and the In* 
fectioiiR mat« rhil is transferred from 
one pci son to another, in some cases 
through the air. as from sncc?.lng or 
coughing, and to an even more serioua 
oxtt*nt by personal contact, or by the 
use in common of tho various acces­ 
sories of life.” 
As it is the child who 
is most susceptible to decay of tho 
teeth, with consequent unclean mouth, 
so It Is the child who is the greatest 
sufferer, especially as it affects IiIh 
growth find developni« tit.. 
Concerning 
its effect in relation to infectious dl- 
Hoas.e Dr Henry G. Langworthy says: 
■ A foql mouth and decaying teeth par­ 
ticularly In 
children, 
decidedly 
in­ 
crease the chances of catching such 
contagious and Infectious diseases as 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles and 
tuberculosis. 
A clean mouth will do 
much t«j prevent tubercle bacilli from 
gainlnf a foothold in the body.” 
In lul^'f, (h'/iiul 
i/lj lyJuit^vAir 
nature, always mean an unclean bad 
unhealthy mouth But they meun more 
than tiiis, and tills js tlu* important 
thing to be remembered, they are tho 
cause of other nnd m o re serious con­ 
ditions, such as digestive 
disorders, 
ttaaemln, mal nutrition, neptlc poison­ 
ing, neuralgias, etc., and predisposi­ 
tion to such other diseases as diph- 
1h«'i|a, tuberculosis and pneumonia, as 
well as tli«> Infectious db-cascs of child­ 
hood, of which then* an* several.
